Grayling Charter Township 
opts to leave leadership 
with supervisor

The Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees pulled the plug on a proposal to 
appoint a lownship superintendent and take 
away powers from the township supervisor 
last week. 

The board unanimously voted to reject 
the Grayling Township Administrative 
Ordinance, which would have changed the 
duties of the Grayling Township supervisor 
and superintendent during the transition 
from a full-time supervisor with all inher- 
ent administrative duties assigned by the 
board to a part-time supervisor with only 
statutory duties, The superintendent would 
have been assigned all administrative duties 
previously held by the supervisor. 

After holding two public hearings and 
taking input at its regular monthly meeting 
last week, the board decided to stay on its 
current course and not move forward with 
splitting township leadership duties. 

“All this does is take the vote away from 
the people and gives it to the board on who 
they want to be in that position,” said 
Grayling Charter Township resident and 
business owner Lacey Stephan III. 

Grayling Charter Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright is scheduled to retire on 
Friday, Oct. 28 after holding the office for 
15 years. Wright, who is moving to 
Florida, has more than a year left on an 
unexpired term. 

Each board member was asked for their 
opinion before the vote was taken. 

Beyond the first year of savings, board 
members said the long-term ramifications 
of hiring a township superintendent were 
unclear.

Former city 
manager 
appeals jury 
conviction

A Lansing attorney is trying to get the 
criminal conviction for former Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer overturned. 

A jury found Thayer guilty of violating 
the Michigan Campaign Finance Act after a 
one-day trial held on Jan, 28. 

At issue at the trial was whether Thayer 
used a city computer in his office at the 
Grayling City Hall to e-mail former 
Grayling City Council Member Tom 
Wellman. The attachment to the e-mail, 
sent on Sept. 11, 2009, included statements 
Wellman used in a campaign brochure for 
his failed bid for re-election. 

Chief 46th Trial Court Judge Janet M. 
Allen ordered Thayer to pay $670 in fines. 
Thayer, who served as the Graying City 
Manager for over three years, had faced 
serving up to 60 days in jail. 

Mary Chartier, a Lansing appeals lawyer, 
is seeking to have the conviction against 
Thayer tossed. 

46th Circuit Trial Court Judge Dennis F, 
Murphy is hearing the appeal. 

Chartier argued that the statute regarding 
the Michigan Campaign Finance Act 
should be considered vague and void 
regarding the case against Thayer. She also 
said Allen acknowledged that the statute 
was in-artfully worded during the jury trial. 

Further, Chartier argued that Thayer had 
worked a full day for the city and sent the 
e-mail to Wellman as a friend on his per- 
sonal time. She said there was no fair wam- 
ing that Thayer could lose his job for his 
actions, there was nothing in his job 
description regarding sending ¢-mails and

Townships protest proposal t to . : 
eliminate personal proper 


Many Michigan town- 
Ships and other local units 
of government will face 
another major financial set- 
back if personal property 
taxes are reduced or elimi- 
naied. 

After struggling with 
reduced revenues from 
property foreclosures and 
lower property values cou- 
pled with cuts in state rev- 
enue sharing, township 
officials across the state say 
personal property taxes 
serve as a stable source of 
funding. 

There are townships in 
Michigan where personal 
property taxes exceed 50 
percent of the tax base. 
These communities rely on 
the high percentage of per- 
sonal property tax for basic 
local government opera- 
lions. 

In Beaver Creek 
Township in Crawford 
County, 24.2 percent of the 
tax base is from personal 
property taxes. 

In Winterfield Township 
in Clare County, 61.8 per- 
cent of the tax base is from 
personal property taxes. 

Chandler Township in 
Charlevoix County relies 
on 55.5 percent of personal 
property taxes to fund its 
operating budget. 

Fifty-four percent of 
Kalkaska County’s Blue 
Lake Township’s tax base 
is derived from personal 
property taxes. 

Unlike the debate over 
the change in the Michigan 
business tax, which only 
impacted state revenues, 
any plan to modify person- 
al property taxes would 
impact mostly local gov- 
ernment operations, affect- 
ing everything from public 
safety to library operations. 

“Beaver Creek Township 
relies heavily on personal 
property taxes to gerieraté 
revenue to provide essen- 
tial services to our citi- 
zens,’ said Beaver Creek 
Township Supervisor Brian 
Ashton. “While the town- 
ship continues to collabo- 
rate with neighboring units 
of government on services 
and conduct other cost cut- 
ting measures, we have 
nowhere else to go for a 
funding source to operate 
our government. This is the 
last straw for us.” 

Michigan is one of 43 
states that currently tax the 
tangible physical assets of 
a business. Some common 
examples are: office furni- 
ture, computers, industrial 
machinery and equipment, 
-and copy and fax machines. 


Personal property should — 


not be confused with real 
property, which is the land 
and buildings. Personal 
property also includes oil 
and gas pipelines that trav- 
el the length and width of 
our state as well as wind 
turbines. 

In 2010, approximately 
$1.2 billion in personal 
property taxes were col- 
lected in Michigan. 
Personal property taxes 
makes up approximately 
eight percent of the total 
property taxes collected in 
the state. Of this amount, 
$100 million went to the 
state through the State 
Education Tax, $200 mil- 
lion went to tocal school 
districts for operations and 
another $200 million went 
to pay school bonds. The 
remaining money, $700 
million, went to the opera- 
tions of cities, villages, 
townships, counties, 
libraries and other govern- 
mental units that operate on 
property taxes. 

The Michigan Townships 
Association (MTA) is 
encouraged by recent com- 
ments made by Gov. Rick 
Snyder that ending the per- 
sonal property tax should 
largely result in a revenue 
neutral outcome. 
According to media 
reports, the governor’s 
administration is evaluating 
a variely of options to 
replace the revenue to 
reflect the sharply diverg- 
ing amounts of revenue 
local governments receive 
from it. 

“MTA appreciates the 
tone of Gov. Snyder’s 
media quotes regarding 
finding a replacement 
source that is revenue neu- 
tral’ said Bill Anderson, 
Leégislative -Liaison’ with 
the MTA. “The townships 
look * forward ' to’ working 
with the Snyder 
Administration to solve 
this very complicated 
issue.” 

“MTA takes this issue 
very seriously,” Anderson 
added. “The elimination of 
personal property taxes 
impact local government 
Operations in numerous 
ways. Obviously, — the 
biggest impact will be how 
much revenue will be gen- 
erated for basic local gov- 
ernment operations. [f a 
township has five percent 
of its tax base in the form 
of personal property taxes, 
then that revenue source 
will be gone forever. If it is 
30 percent, that township is 
in big trouble.” 


Sen. Mike Nofs (R- 
Battle Creek) is the sponsor 
of Senate Bill 34, which 
would eliminate all person- 
al property taxes. The 
Senate held two hearings 
on the legislation, focusing 
on how this legislation 
would benefit businesses. 
While many legislators 
have talked about moving 
the state in this direction, 
no replacement revenue has 
been publicly identified for 
local government opera- 
tions. 

According to the MTA, 
the personal property tax is, 
in large part, a local tax that 
would be changed or elimi- 
nated by state law. This fact 
usually leads to discussion 
about state reimbursement 
to locals for lost revenue. 

“While the MTA has tes- 
tified on Senate Bill 34, we 
need to be part of discus- 
sions on a replacement 
source of revenue,” said 
Anderson. “The MTA’s 
position is that if the state 
wants to decrease the bur- 
den on businesses, then the 
state can offer tax credits 
and refund the money 
through the new business 
tax. This then protects local 
governments from being 
the piggy bank that is raid- 
ed every time the state’s 
revenues fall short of 
expectations. It is casy to 
be suspicious of any leg- 
islative promises for fund- 
ing in the future. In the era 
of term limits, the promise 
of a legislator today has 
very little meaning to their 
successor,” 

Anderson added that a 
change in personal proper- 
ty taxation would have 
impacts across the state, 
sometimes contrary to state 


objectives, 
“One of the ‘strongest 
economic development 


tools’ offeféd to our declin- 
ing urban centers is the 
ability to offer manufactur- 
ers permanent exemptions 
on all personal property. 
This legislation was devel- 
oped so that the urban cen- 
ters could be competitive 
with Greenfield sites in the 
suburbs and rural areas 
from a tax perspective, The 
loss of this differential will 
put our urban areas back in 
the position of being 
uncompetitive because of 
the higher costs for proper- 
ty taxes on the land and 
buildings.” 

For other communities, it 
will mean the loss of rev- 
enue, just as it was starting 
to be realized.

The Ohio legisla- 
ture stepped in and stopped 
the phase-out of the state 
support, instead taking the 
position that they should 
support their local govern- 
ments. 

“Repealing the tax may 
be casicr for legislators 
than finding a replacement 
and that concerns local 
governments,” Anderson

IT SHOULD BE no surprise 
that almost-favorite-son Mitt 
Romney, running a second time to 
win the Republican nomination for 
president, would win favor from 
much of Michigan Republican 
leadership. 

As about 2,000 Republicans 
gathered at Mackinac Island 
recently for their usual Republican 
Leadership Conference, Mr. 
Romney came out on top of the 
usual straw poll of presidential 
candidates. 

Why shouldn't Mitt Romney be 
the favorite in his home state? He 
was born in Michigan, was gradu- 
ated from high school in 
Michigan, then went off to seek 
his fortune somewhere else. 

After earning degrees in finance 
and law, his financial acumen and 
business dealings in the venture 
capital arena made Mitt Romney 
today’s retired multi-inithionaire, 
who also pitched in to pull the 
Olympic Games in Salt Lake City 
out of financial misery. 

Like his father, Mitt also entered 
politics. He unsuccessfully tried to 
unseat legendary Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, then won election as 
Massachusetts governor.

His father, George Romney, was 
& popular governor of Michigan, 
winning three statewide elections 
and serving 1963-1969, who also 
ran for the GOP presidential nom- 
ination in 1968. He didn’t make 
that last one.

A NIT PICKER might ask why 
favorite son Mitt Romney won 
only 50.1 percent of the 681 straw 
votes of Michigan party leaders. 

Texas Gov. Rick Perry, consid- 
ered Mitt Romney’s chief rival for 
the 2012 nomination, trailed with 
16.8 percent, and the other candi- 
dates were in single digits: 

Herman Cain 8.5, Ron Paul 7.7, 
Michelle Bachmann 4, Newt 
Gingrich 3.5, Rick Santorum 3.4, 
and Jon Huntsman 2. 

Michigan’s US Rep. Thad 
McCotter, who formally withdrew 


his presidential foray and 
announced for reelection — to 
Congress only days earlier, 


received five votes, for a | percent 
slice of the straw vole pie. 

According to news coverage of 
the Mackinac event, many 
Republican leaders cited electabil- 
ity as a big issue in Mr. Romney’s 
favor this time around. 


Romney carries Mackinac Island 


“Clearly someone with a name 
like Romney will appeal to inde- 
pendents as well as Republicans,” 
said Bobby Shostak, state GOP 
chair, claiming a native son at the 
top of the ticket could help 
Republicans carry Michigan for 
president next year. 

Hank Fuhs, state party secretary, 
said “there’s going to be no perfect 
candidate .... but the only person 
on the Republican side who can 
win (in 2012) is Mitt Romney.” 

That could be true.

AS COULD BE expected, state 
Democratic Chair Mark Brewer 
doesn’t put much credence in the 
Republican claims about Mr. 
Romney’s electability, citing 
widening negative reaction among 
Michigan voters to Republican 
Gov. Rick Snyder’s programs, 
especially taxtng pensions and cut- 
ting dollars to local schools. 

Mr. Brewer claimed 
Republicans “are deluding them- 
selves,” according to — an 
Associated Press story. 

“It’s like a little ideological 
political bubble there that ignores 
the reality of the world around 
them,” Mr. Brewer said. 


Of course, Republicans can 
make similar claims on the other 
side of the political fence, with 
President Obama’s popularity in 
the dumps, and polling results 
echoing voter belief that 
America’s not heading in the right 


direction. 


In Michigan, maybe neither 
party can win in 2012, 

As a historical note, the last 
Republican to carry Michigan for 
president was George H.W. Bush 
in 1988, 

President Barack Obama defeat- 
ed Republican John McCain by 16 
percentage points in 2008.

STRAW VOTES ~ The straw 
vote syndrome indicates that 


Republicans certainly have a sense 
of humor. 

Two earlier Republican straw 
votes of note point that way. 

In a straw vote a week or so ago, 
for example, Florida Republicans 
crowned Herman Cain as their 
champion. 

Mr. Cain, widely considered as a 
lower tier candidate almost impos- 
sible to win the eventual nomina- 
tion, gathered 37.1 percent of the 
Florida straw vote, followed by 


Gov. Perry with 15.4 percent and 
Mitt Romney with 14 percent. The 
rest of the avowed candidates 
trailed as usual. 

The Florida vote — as most straw 
votes are — was largely a populari- 
ty contest, this one of delegates 
selected by local GOP groups to 
attend a statewide rally. 

Then there was the Iowa straw 
vote a month or so ago, with 
Michelle Bachmann as the winner. 
Where is Ms. Bachmann’s cam- 
paign now? The straw vote was its 
apex. 

Straw votes, in the final analy- 
sis, are worth about as much as the 
straws that determine the outcome. 

But with Herman Cain and 
Michelle Bachmann as winners? 

A rather perverse sense of 
Republican humor is the only log- 
ical answer. 

As the also-rans in any poll 
always correctly explain: The only 
poll that counts is the one on elec- 
tion day.

New tobacco and nicotine 
products concern as kids 
head back to school 


Results from a communi- 


"ty scan recently conducted 


by focal agencies around 
Michigan, in collaboration 
with the Michigan 
Department of Community 
Health Tobacco Section, 
indicate that there are sever- 
al new and emerging tobac- 
co and non-tobacco nicotine 
products being sold and 
marketed = statewide and 
locally. 

“In the past several years 
an abundance of new tobac- 
co and nicotine products 


_ have come on to the mar- 


ket,” stated Dr. James 
Wilson, Medical Director at 
District Health Department 
#10. “These products are 
heavily marketed to young 
people through advertising 
and the use of colorful 
packaging and flavoring.” 
Thirty-six agencies con- 
ducted the scan in 806 
venues located within 45 
Michigan counties. Scanned 
venues included gas sta- 
tions, convenience stores, 
grocery stores, pharmacies,

and others. Among all 
venues scanned statewide, 
98% sold newly emerging 
products. Snus (a moist oral 
tobacco product) and e-cig- 
arettes were the top two 
products sold. Other prod- 
ucts available in some areas 
resemble candy, mints, or 
breath strips. They are mar- 
keted as “easy to conceal” 
and don’t require the user to 
smoke, chew, or even spit. 
The products are available 
in a variety of flavors 
including mint, frost, pep- 
permint, winterchill, citrus, 
vanilla and cherry. 

District Health 
Department #10 participat- 
ed in a scan in August 201! 
and found Snus and e-ciga- 
rettes available in Wexford 
County. 

The tobacco industry 
markets these products as 
an alternative to smoking 
cigarettes, and portrays the 
products as less harmful 
than smoking cigarettes. 
However, there is no evi- 
dence indicating these new 


products are any safer. 
Quitting tobacco use or 
addiction to nicotine is one 
of the best steps that people 
can take to improve their 
health. 

According to Dr. Wilson, 
“The most challenging 
aspects of these new prod- 
ucts is that they can be used 
discretely and they are 
appealing to young people. 
Kids can begin a lifetime of 
addiction to nicotine and be 
at risk for all of the health 
issues associated — with 
tobacco use. During this 
busy and exciting time as 
kids head back to school, 
we want parents, Caregivers, 
school staff and area youth 
to be aware that these prod- 
ucts are being sold tn our 
community, and that they 
are not a safe alternative to 
smoking cigarettes.”

Prevent bullying 
- tips to help you 
and your child 


Bullying, when one child 
picks on another repeatedly, 
is an increasing problem in 
schools, Bullying can be 
physical, verbal or social. 
One only has to think of the 
most recent school shooting 
to know that bullying can 
have tragic consequences. 
Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield wants to 
help you ensure your child 
is safe from bullying at 
school and promote an 
atmosphere where problems 
can be worked out construc- 
tively, rather than violently. 
The following are just a few 
tips to help you whether 
your child is being bullied, 
your child is the bully or 
your child observes bully- 
ing. 

When your child is bul- 
lied: 

Help your child learn how 
to respond by teaching your 
child how to: Look the bully 
in the eye. Stand tall and 
stay calm in a difficult situ- 
ation. Walk away. 

Teach your child how to 
say in a firm voice: ] don’t 
like what you are doing. 
Please do not talk to me like 
that. Why would you say 
that? 

Teach your child when 
and how to ask for help. 
Encourage your child to 
make friends with other 
children. Support activities

Be a 
positive role model. Show 


children they can get what 
they want without teasing, 


threatening or hurting 
someone. Use effective, 
non-physical — discipline, 


such as loss of privileges. 
Develop practical solutions 
with the school principal, 
teachers, counselors and 
parents of the children your 
child has bullied. 

When your child is a 
bystander: Tell your child 
not to cheer on or even qui- 
etly watch bullying. 
Encourage your child to tell 
a trusted adult about the bul- 
lying. Help your child sup- 
port other children who may 
be bullied. Encourage your 
child to include these chil- 
dren in activities. 
Encourage your child to join 
with others in telling bullies 
to stop.

“While unwise, it was not 
illegal and he should not be 
saddled with a criminal con- 
viction that does not fall 
within the ambit (scope) of 
the statute,” Chartier said 
during oral arguments, 

Grayling attorney Dave 
Sabin, who was contracted 
to serve as special prosecu- 
tor for Thayer’s case, argued 
that Thayer was hired by the 
city council to handle all 
day-to-day affairs for the 
city. 

“The city of Grayling did 
not hire a marionette when 
they hired him as a manager 
- they hired him as an 
agent,” Sabin said. 

Chartier also argued that 
the jury should have been 
giving specific instructions 
on what it meant to act on 
behalf of a public body 
before they went into delib- 
erations for the verdict. 


Sabin fe ‘that he,

the jury instructions and 
there was plenty of time to 
educate the jury about the 
issue during the trial. 

“There was no miscar- 
riage of justice here,” Sabin 
said.

information. He was not 
requested to complete the 
task or told why the com- 
puter was asked to be exam- 
ined by his firm. 

Sabin argued the 
Michigan Supreme Court 
does not allow discovery, 
where attorneys are required 
to exchange information 
before a trial, in a misde- 
meanor case. 

“It’s not a Constitutional 
issue - it’s a procedural 
issue,” Sabin said. 

Chartier said the mirror 
image would have allowed 


for examination of the com-. 
puter to determine if it was 
tampered with after being 
taken into police custody. 

“That does not trump the 
Constitution,” Chartier said 
of the discovery issue. “Mr. 
Thayer was denied access to 
a critical piece of evidence 
that would have assisted 
him tremendously in pro- 
viding a complete defense 
to the jury.” 

Murphy said he would 
issue a written opinion on 
Thayer’s appeal. 

The Grayling City 
Council placed Thayer on a 
paid administrative leave on 
Feb. 11, 2010.
